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Superintendent’s Report 


Gentlemen of the School Committee:— 


In compliance with your request I herewith submit my 
second annual report as Superintendent of the Whately Public 
Schools. 


The past year has been one of marked progress in the 
work of the curriculum. I feel that the traditional school 
acts, reading, writing and arthmetic are being taught as well 
as ever before. ‘The ward system of reading is unassailable 
except on one point, the study of phonetics introduces much 
that is beyond the comprehension of the pupils, but the re- 
sults arecertain. The Progressive Method of reading, an 
outgrowth of the ward system is also used as a supplemeunt- 
ary reader and furnishes the dramatic element which affords 
ample opportuntiy for individual expression of the pupils in 
written and oral reproduction. The combination of the two 
methods gives excellent results. 


The Palmer system of writing was given an additional 
impetus at the general teachers meeting and we are getting 
some sesults already it takes time however, to become ac 
customed to the position and movement so that it comes 
natural to the pupil. The work in arithmetic is also pro- 
gressive the thompson number sheets for facility in the fun- 
damental processes have been in use during the winter term. 
' We are edeavoring to fit the pupile to answer the meres 
five questions, 
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1. Am JI accurate and rapid in the four’ fundamental 
processes? 


2. Have I thorough knowledge of common and decimal 
fractions? 


3. Am I familiar with the applications of denominate 
measures as applied to business life? 


_ 4. Am I apt and accurate in applying the terms of per- 
centage to a business problem? 


5. Can I write and give the essentials of a receipt, a 
check, both form of domestic drafts, a promissory note, 
receipts bills, indorsement of checks and notes, a simple 
ledger account? 


Besides the attention given to the above and the regular 
subjects, drawing has been continued successfully, the sug- 
gestion of the report of last year as to a playground has been > 
met by the activities of the Rev. J. P. Manvill who has per- 
sonally solicited a sum of money that will enable us to instal 
some of the playground paraphernalia in the rear of the school 
building, this movement should receive the generous support 
of the Town. 7 


_ , The playground activities of the past. year have been 
numerous, A national playground convention having been. 
held in Holyoke with reports of working playgrounds and sug; . 
gestions as to equipment, management etc. 


The question has become. one of intense educational im-. 
portance. 


Another suggestion in last years report relative to the. 
introduction of some forms of manual or industrial training ~ 
and domestic science has not produced any visible results. 
This is to be lamented as we are not keeping pace with our 
immediale neighbors in accomplishing something along the 
line of this more recent but firmly established eductional 
innovation. sath ae 
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There are two solutions of the question, one is the 
appointment of a supervisor to plan and direct courses in 
these subjects. Such a teacher should have a training sim- 
ilar to that given iu Pratt Institute or some domestic science 
institution, she would have to cover a rather wide field and 
would need a varried epuipment. 


Another plan is to offer inducements to the individual 
teachers to attend some summer school in these new branches. 
An amount equal to the cost of such school atteudance would 
seem to me to be an equable arrangement and would accomp- 
lish two things for the corps of teachers. First it would make 
them more permanent as it would be necessary to require a 
definite amount of service in return for the money expended; 
and secondly, it would increase the efficiency of the teachers. 


We have adequate room in the center, particulary for the 
equipment which would be required. 


Mention of the new school building recalls the statement 
of last year in regard to the qualification of the model school 
plant. A year’s use has had little or no effect upon the new 
building. The interior is fresh and unmaned by thoughtless 
pupils, thanks to the vigilance of the teachers. Itis a plea- 
sure to go to such a well arranged building and the satisfac- 
tion-to the parents must have already juctified the action of 
the town in erecting such a comfortable school home. 


The attendance at-school shows an average of nearly 92 
per cent. This is not as high as it should-be. Any encour- 
agement to regular school attendance should be exercised. 
The Roll of Honor, a list of the names of those pupils who 
have been perfect in attendance for the year past will be 
annually printed in the town report. Special commendation ~ 
for a continuance of perfect attendance also should be given, | 
as in the case of Helen Wood who attendance at school has 
been perfect since she entered grade.one, a continuous pertect 
record for five years. } 
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The question of teacher’s salaries is an important one in 
the western part of our state particularly. We are being 
constantly called on to fill some vacancy that has been made 
in the schools of the larger towns and cities during the school 
year. 


These towns and cities can afford to pay more and the 
increased salary is au inducement to our teachers- We must 
increase the present salaries to make our corps of teachers 
more permanent. We must further give applicants to 
understand that an agreement to teach cannot be terminated 
until the end of the school year. 


If this plan were followed everywhere, the school -un- 
fortunate enough to lose a teacher for any cause would have 
to find the best available material left, rather than compelling 
‘us to do so. This would be placing our contracts on a 
‘business basis where they ought to be. © By 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the 
courtesy and co-operation of commiitee, teachers and parents 
jin maintaining a school system so creditable to the town. I 
further wish to call your attention to the reports of the su- 
pervisors which follow. |

Results vary in different sections of the town, one ‘school 
excelling in individual work; another in song singing but 
everywhere the interest holds and the enthusiasm is good and 
work is faith. fully done. -
